Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed 08/07/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

At pages 2-3, Applicant argues that Kori does not disclose the feature of "the 
electronic watermark indicating control information of contents subsequent to contents 
in which the electronic watermark is embedded." In response, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. As shown in Fig. 4 of Kori, let's take the content B as an example. The start 
flag marks a location of where the watermark is embedded and a location of where the 
watermark starts being imposed while the end flag marks a location of where the 
watermark is no longer imposed. For that reason, it is safe to say that the watermark is 
embedded at the start flag. The start flag is at the beginning of content B. Thus, any 
portion of content B following the start flag is subsequent to contents located at the 
beginning marked by the start flag where the electronic watermark is embedded. 

For that reason, claims stand rejected as originally presented. 
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
